The plaintiff claimed an injunction” to 
restrain the defendants from erecting, o1 
keeping erected, or authorising the erection 
or maintenance on Main street, Roscrea, of 
anv houses, huts, weighbridges, or othe 
buildings, or from otherwise interfering with 
the public right of way over the road; and 
an injunction to compel the defendants to 
vemove the houses, huts and weighbridge 
erected in Main street, Roscrea. 

In the statement of claim the plaintiff 
tated that in May, 1927, the County Council 
equested the Minister for Local Govern. 
ment and Public Health to make an order 
for the removal of a market house and 
scales maintained by Patrick Maher in Main 
street, Roscrea, and, in lieu of the order. 
provision was made under the National 
Roads Scheme for the removal of the market 
house and scales. in June, 1928, an agree- 
ment was made between Mr. Maher and the 
County Council for the removal of the 
market house and scales, and in Angust, 
1928. Mr. Maher removed them. Before 
their removal, the defendants. calling them- 
‘The Main Street Traders,’  pro- 
tested against and attempied to prevent the 
removal of the market house and scales, and 
in November, 1928. completed the erection 
of a house, weighbridge and scales on a por- 
tion of the public roadway. 

These defendants, continued the statement 
of claim, evequested authority from the

‘County Council for the maintenance of the | 


weighhiridge and scales, and a committee, 
Appointed by the County Council to investi- 
gate the matter reported that they were 
unanimous that the weighbridge and scales 
were not in any way an obstruction, and that 
the structure erected was necessary for the 
working of the scales. and was on the most 
The County Council thereupon 
purported to authorise the maintenance of 
the weighhridge and scales by these 
defendants.

Tenant Purchase Proposal. 
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From Our Own CORRESPONDENT, 
DUNDALK, Tuesday. 

Sheuld the rents of lahourers’ cottages be 
raised where the tenants are not actually 
agricultural labourers, and are in a position 
to meet portion of the loss which, at present, 
falls on the ratepavers in all counties in the 
Free State ?

The Chairman (Mr. MeGahon) said that 
in every case in which the Board had decided 
to increase the rent: the circumstances had 
been carefully considered. 

Mr. Connor said that the labourers were 
entitled to organise in the same manner as 
the farmers to improve their conditions, and 
the Boards of Health would be glad to sell 
the houses. 

The Chairman said that a sale of 
cottages had many difficulties, and directly 
it was concluded there would be an outcry 
from genuine agricultural labourers, who 
would never get a cottage.

BELFAST, Tuesday. 
HREE launches from the, Belfast ship- 
Tf yards have been arranged for the pre- 
sent month :— 

May 1#—Kosmos II., a whale-oil, factory 
of 25,000 tons deadweight, from Messrs. 
Workman, Clark and Co.’s North Yard, for 
Norwegian owners. 

May 21—Maracay, a steamer of over 3,000 
tons gross, for Messrs. Andrew Weir and Co., 
win Messrs. Harland and Wolff's South 
“ard, 

May 306—A motor tanker of 11,500 tons 
deadweight, for the Anglo-Saxon Petroleum 
Co., Ltd. (the shipping subsidiary of the Royal 
Dutch Shell group), Ao Messre. Workman, 
Clark’s North Yard. 

WHALING FACTORY. 

Kosmos II. will have a capacity of 140,000 
barrels, and her “daily capacity of production 
will be 2,500 barrels of whale oil. She will 
be employed in pelagic whaling in the vicinity 
of the Sandwich group and Bouvet Island, in 
the South Pacific. Nine small whalers to 
attend the Kosmos are being built on the 
North-East coast. Machinery for cutting up 
the whales and extracting the oil has arrived 
from Norway, and will be installed on the 


pelling machinery. The Kosmos II. is about 
600 feet long, and has a large slip-way at the 
after end. Along it the whale carcases are 
drawn from the sea by means of powerful 
winches and special derricks. She will have 
over 300 of a crew, including navigation, 
engineering and factory staffs. The first 
Kosmos was launched by Workman, Clark on 
Mth July, 1929, and has been very successful. 
OTHER LAUNCHES. 

The other launches arranged are, as stated, 
the Maracay and the motor tanker. When 
these vessels are in the water there will be: 
three ships left on the stocks in Belfast—viz., 
a sister ship. of the Anglo-Saxon tanker at 
Messrs. Workman, -Clark’s. the White Star 
passenger liner Georgic, and the Nelson Line 
motorship at the Queen's Island. The launch 
next Tu@sday will be the first of the year 
from the local yards. 

Messrs. Harland and Wolff have just com- 
pleted an extensive overhaul of Messrs. 
Andrew Weir and Company's vessel, Solafric, 
which has left for Newport, having been in 
hands for almost four months. The same 
firm’s vessels. Dunafric. Forafric and 
Comeric, are still in hands for overhaul, 


while Messrs. Workman, Clark have com- 
pleted the motor tanker, Corabank, also for |

will leave when the owners require her.

BULL. 


“A SERIOUS OFFENCE”: 
SAYS JUSTICE.

SIE DROGHEDA, Tuesday. 
HAT was described by Justice Goff 
WV as a serious offence was heard at 
Slane District Court to-day, when 
Thomas Meade, Stackallen, County Meath, 
was prosecuted for keeping in his possession 
an unlicensed bull. 
Charles J. McCarthy, an officer of the 
Free State Department of Agriculture, stated 
that, when - travelling through Meath . on 
February 19 last, he cage ' a herd of cattle 
on the road between Slane and Drumcon- 
rath, and noticed among them a bull. He 
had a conversation with the drover, 
learned that the cattle belonged to the defen- 
dant. The bull was of the shorthorn type, 
and from the animal's appearance witness 
suspected that it had not been licensed. The 
animal was a very inferior one. ‘‘I do not 
think.” he continued, ‘‘ that you would get 
a worse type m any part of the country. 
There were a number of heifers in the herd, 
and he believed the defendant’s object was 
to get in-calf animals and sell them as early 
beef sending them across the water, where 
they would be slaughtered. 
COMPLAINTS. ' 
Continuing, the Inspector said that there 
had been ‘a number of complaints from the 
other side of the water as to the sending of 
animals in that condition, and it had injured 
the export trade very considerably. The 
Department locked upon the case as very 
serious. He did not think that there was 
anv excuse for a feeder in the position of the 
defendant keeping cattle of the type com: 
plained of. s i 
“That particular system,” continued the 
witness, “ of allowing such bulls to run with 
cattle has injured our cattle trade more than 


anything else. 

om, Sg on being sworn, said that he 
had not the bull for service. He had his 
services done bv registered animals. 

Defendant algo said that springer cattle 
were worth more than in-calf heifers by & 
long way. 
' Mr. A. Steen, State Solicitor, who pro- 
secuted, said that his instructions were to 
press for the infliction of a substantial fine. 

A BAD CASE. 

The Justice said that the case was a bad 
one, and gave opportumty for doing con 
siderable damage. It violated “an Act that 
tended towards enhancing the value of cattle. 
He imposed a fine of 22s., with 4s, costs and 
ids, expenses, and said that he considered he 
was letting the defendant off very lightly for 
a serious offence. The Justice commended 
Mr. McCarthy for his vigilance in the matter, 
and said that the offence might have passed’ 
unnoticed by thousands.

_ An organ performance of splendid sonority 
is that of Guy Weitz in the Prelude in E flat 
of Bach. Weitz will be remembered by many 
as the player in that brilliant record, issued 
a few vears ago, of Liszt’s Fugue on the 
name ‘‘Bachfl’’ Bach probably conceived 
the Prelude in E flat as rather light music, 
but it bears quite well the weight of tone that 
Weitz gives it. The organ is that of St. 
homas’s. Wandsworth. 

We call one of Chopin’s. sonatas the 
‘Funeral March ” sonata; the name might 
with equal reason be given to Beethoven’s 
Sonata, Op. 26, which is recorded by Mark 
Hambourg on two twelve-inch discs. The 
Op. 26 is the Sonata in A flat, which begins 
with theme and variations, and includes the 
solemn march movement, ““On the death of 
a hero. ” 

To the list of recorded symphonies we may 
now add Schumann's First. a. work redolent 
of spring thoughts. It is played by the 
Chicago Symphony Orchestra. ;

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Rules for War. 


An Irish friend of mine who visited Los 
Angeles recently was much impressed by 
the racy and outspoken style adopted by 
the newspaper known as the Los Angeles 
Record.

6. The cause of war shall be clearly 
stated to the nation as the reduction of 
unemployment, and not as a holy war to 
save civilisation. 


Lucky Charms. 


The proprietor of a shop in a prominent 
thoroughfare tells me that Dubliners are 
unusually superstitious. He sells all sorts 
of “ gadgets ” which are said to attract 
luck to the wearer. It is not women alone 
who buy them, but men as ‘well, and his 
business, I am told, has increased since 
the depression set in. Men now are begin- 
ning to believe that, if they wear in some 
way the symbol of their birth sign, it will 
protect them from harm and bring them 
luck. The proprietor showed me a ring 
with the sign Scorpio engraved on it. 
This was ordered by a customer who was 
born under that sign, and he intends to 
wear the ring to ensure good fortune. The 
shopkeeper is naturally pleased at the 
growing popularity for charms and talis- 
mans. As he remarked to me: “' It does 
nobody any harm, and may be it does some 
good.” Among the latter, I gather, he 
included himself. 


House of Lords T apestries. 


A propos of tue recent reference in this 
newspaper to the old tapestries in the 
Bank of Ireland, a correspondent is 
prompted to send me the following ex- 
tract from Faulkner’s Dublin Journal, 
dated 11/15 September, 1733: 

“ Yesterday were put up in the House 
of Lords two pieces of Irish tapestry made 
by Mr. Bailie; one representing the 
glorious victory obtained at the Boyne by 
the late King William, the other the 
valiant defence of Londonderry. They 
were viewed by Their Excellencies the 
Lords Justices and several of the Lords 
of the Privy Council, who approved of 
the work, and showed an entire satisfac- 
tion, and allowed them to be equal to 
those made at Brussels in honour of the 
late Duke of Marlborough’s battles.”’ 


“ CTouting” bu Gelephone. 


The practices of the shop “ touts,” 
about which I wrote in a recent issue, 
have undergone a change in London, 
according to a correspondent. Instead of 
the old method, by which the “' tout ”’ 
merely extolled the merits of his em- 
ployer’s goods by word of mouth, a new 
and subtler method has been devised. 
The ‘‘ tout’’ selects a suitable address 
from the telephone directory. He calls 
the number, and, having got a connection, 
asks if this is number so-and-so. On 
reply, he immediately launches into a 
fictitious explanation about some supposed 
order, mentioring, of course, quality and 
price. Naturally, an explanation that 
there must have been some confusion in 
numbers does not shake him off: He 
apologises profusely for the confusion, but, 
if his victim is patient enough to wait, he 
bursts out into a friendly eulogy of his 
stock and invites a visit. 


Sweden’s Kilonduke. 


I notice that the romance which attach2d 
to the Klondyke and the “ gold rush ”’ of 
last century has come to life again—on 
this occasion, in Sweden.

Colonel J. W. Langstaff, D.S.O., who 
has been appointed to succeed Colonel 
Forrest as Superintendent of the Royal 
Victoria Hospital at Belfast, made his 
early medical studies at the College ot 
Surgeons, Dublin, and for a time he -was 
associated with the Rotunda Hospital.

Colonel Langstaff, who was born in 
1876, is a son of the late Dr. Henry 
Langstaff, of Athlone. He married the 
daughter of Sir Ronald Ross, Director of 
the Ross Institute.

Sir Ronald Ross, Colonel Langstaff's 
father-in-law, celebrates his seventy-fourth 
birthday to-day. 

He has won fame by his re- 
searches in medical science and has 
published books on medical and mathe- 
matical topics. On his retirement from 
the Indian Medical Service, Sir Ronald 
was awarded the Nobel Peace Prize for 
his discoveries in connection with malaria 
Soon afterwards he became a Vice-Pres)- 
dent of the Royal Society and a Royal 
Medallist of the Society. Not contnet with 
his medical honours, he adventured into 
the realms of literature, where he soon 
showed himself to be endowed with con- 
siderable abilities as a journalisé. He 
continues to write on a variety of journal- 
istic topics, and has also published poems, 
essays and a novel. 


Modern Weapons Long .Azo. 


Certain weapons of warfare, as we 
know them in these days, have bean much 
longer in existence than the fifty years or 
thereabouts so often imagined. Quite re- 
cently some old plans were unearthed. in 
the War Office. Among them was the de- 
tailed design of a machine gun, submitted 
to the authorities nearly two hundred years 
ago. A revolving cylinder, similar to that 
of the modern revolver, held the spare 
ammunition, and was operated by a 
handle. In modern estimation this might 
appear very slow, but in those days, when 
it took sixty seconds to load and fire a 
musket, it must have been a revelation. 

Plans of a submarine were submitted by 
an American to Napoleon over a hundred 
years ago. It was, of course, a very 
primitive affair, and the “ Little Cap- 
tain,’’ who was only thinking of some 
method to transnort an army across the 
Channel, rejected | it. 

An old Spanish galleon—one of the 
Armada fleet—was once found to be fitted 
with a breach-loading gun, consisting 
simply of a hinged door, with a ring bolt, 
kept closed by a wooden peg. It goes to 
prove how brave were the men in those 
days; for it must have been just as 
dangerous to be behind the gun as in front 
of it. 


A Relic of King John. 


During excavations in the precincts of 
Christ Church Cathedral about fifty years 
ago, writes a correspondent, a small 
bronze object was picked up by a choir- 
boy, who brought his find to the Cathedral] 
authorities. “hen examined, the orna- 
ment proved to be the badge adopted by 
Richard I. in the Holy Land, a crescent 
surmounted by a star. Similar devices 
can be seen on the stalls of the Dean and 
Precentor of St. Patrick’s Cathedral, and 
on the reverse of King John’s coinage. 

This particular relic was probably torn 
from the clothing or harness of one of 
John’s followers during one of his two 
visits to Ireland 700 years before. On the 
first occasion, the young Prince landed at 
Waterford in 1185, having previously sent 
over a pack of hounds, with a view to the 
sporting possibilities of the country 
(herein he anticipated the twentieth .cen- 
tury). He also brought with him Giraud 
de Rarri, afterwards known to fame as 
Giraldus Cambrensis. 

The visit was not a success: for the 
Irish chieftains who did him homage, as 
well as the Englsh settlers, recarded the 
Prince as a “ peevish and insolent boy.’’ 
He was equally unfortunate in sport and 
in war: for in his one excursion outside 
the Pale his troons were defeated with 
rreat slauchter by O’Brien, King of 
Thomond. Shortly afterwards Prince John 
withdrew to England, leaving “ the realme 
a creat deal worse bestedde than he found 
it.” He returned in 1210 as King, with a 
fleet of 700 ships, settled the boundaries 
of the Pale, reformed the coinage, and 
built the Castle of Trim.

: Toothache. 


Che Art of Writing, . : 


When I was a very. small boy at a 
“ prep.” school, the fountain pen—then 
by no means so common an object as it 
is now-—was anathema in the eyes of all 
school-teachers. I remember distinctly 
how I was told that, if I presumed. to 
employ the objectionable article, I would 
find my hand spoiled for the use of a 
‘‘ real ’’ pen when I grew up. Apparently 
the good schoolmaster did not conceive 
that a day would come when the “ real ’’ 
pen could be found only in post offices 
and vestries—and seldom used even there. 

I do not know whether to ascribe the 
blame to fountain pens, but it strikes me 
as certain that the handwriting of the 
younger generation is by no means what 
that of its predecessor was. Whenever a 
particularly illegible envelope appears, I 
am willing to bet that it comes from 
somebody under thirty. Yet evil is often 
tinctured with good, and I commend the 
growing custom of spelling out a signature 
in block capitals underneath the real 
signature. It suggests that the bad writer 
has learned to admit the fact and has 
tried to make amends to his victim. It is 
a worthy custom which, I hope, will be- 
come universal. 


A London Spectacle. 


I see that, like most visitors to London, 
Anton Lang, the Christus of the Ober- 
ammergau Passion Play, has included in 
his itinerary a visit to that remarkable 
thoroughfare which figures in the London 
street directory as Middlesex street, and 
is known the whole world over as “‘ Petti- 
coat lane.” To the traveller, eager to see 
humanity in its strangest aspects, a Sun- 
day morning glimpse of this offshoot of 
Whitechapel, with its clamouring throngs 
buying and selling all manner of com- 
modities, from rheumatism ‘‘ cures”’ to 
ready-made suits, must be as stimulating 
as Montmartre by night or an Eastern 
bazaar. Fe. people other than born-and- 
bred Cockneys, however, know that London 
offers another little pageant which, on a 
smaller scale, is none the less interesting. 
This is Club lane, where, amid the worst 
slums of Be@hnal Green, Sunday attracts 
throngs of bitd-fanciers and animal-lovers 
to what must be one of the most striking 
displays of small live-stock in the world. 
Just as, a mile or two away, glib-tongued 
salesmen are proclaiming the merits of 
inanimate vendibles, here one sees raucous- 
voiced men trying to dispose of all manner 
of creatures, from poodles to pigeons and 
from white mice to blue tits. Perhaps, 
the weirdest unit in all this weird assort- 
ment is the man with the sack of rats. 
who, for the sum of a penny, is prepared 
to let one go, in order to “ try your dog.”’ 


Stope'n gs the Gocthache. 


Have you ever had the experience of 
telephoning to a dentist for an 
‘“ emergency ” appointment, rushing off 
to his office and discovering on arrival 
that the toothache has disappeared? A 
dentist friend tella me that it often 
happens. ‘‘ Time after time I have had 
patients call me up to know if I could 
work on a tooth that was driving them 
mad with pain. Of course, a case like that 
always takes precedence with me, and I 
prepare for a bad few minutes. Seon the 
door-bell rings, and the natient who was 
suffering acutely a few minutes ago walks 
in shamefacedly, and admits that he does 
not want me now, since his toothache has 
stopped aching. It really has stopped. 
too. I do not Know how it happens, hunt 
the reason may be psvchological. The 
patient knows that, if the tooth hvrrts 
very badly before he goes to the dentist. 
he may have a pretty bad time in the 
chair, and the fear of additional pain 
works on his mind to such an extent that 
it drives the real pain out of existence,”

Play produced by N. J. Fitzgerald, 
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The choice of a play is such an important 
matter, particularly for amateur dramatic 
societies, that considerably more attention 
might be given to it than seems gv.ierally to 
be the case. A good play. it is said, acis 
itself; while a mediocre play demands good 
acting. Perhaps that is the reason why 
amateur societies mvariably select the wrony 
The Dublin University Dramatic 
Society is no exception to that generalisa- 
tion; with so many excellent, and still un- 
known, plays in existence, it is difficult to 
understand why the mediocre ‘‘ Uncle Ned,” 
performed at the Gaiety Theatre last night, 
was selected. Understanding only comes 
when it is realised that it contains some parts 
which are peculiarly suited to the acting 
abilities of some leading members of the 
cast. 

Because this may have been so, the acting 
last night was better than on Monday, and 
in consequence: interest was maintained right 
to the end. When members of an audience 
are willing to make bets in the interval he- 
tween the third and fourth acts, whether the 
kind-hearted Uncle Ned will marry the secre- 
tary, it is certain that the play has enthralled 
them at least.

URGENT APPEAL FOR 
SUBSCRIPTIONS.

HE eleventh annual meeting of the 

I Gavernors and members of the Adelaide 

Hospital, Dublin, took place yesterday 
at the hospital. Dr. Henry t Bewley, vice- 
preparate presided, in the absence of the 

ight Rev. the Honourable Bishop Plunket, 
and expressed regret at the Bishop's illness. 

Mr. J. A. Weir, honorary secretary, read 
the report for 1930, which, he said, was very 
satisfactoy. The number of intern patients 
had increased by 36, the extern cases by 
14.136. The total number of intern patients 
treated was 1,954, the dispensary attendances 
were 31,759, and the accident room cases 
19,310—a total of 51,049. 

At the bank there was an overdraft, The 
total ordinary income for the year was 
£16,359, being an increase of £668. On the 
other hand, the total ordinary expenditure 
amounted to £18,295, an increase of £1,023 
as compared with 1929, Bequests to the 
amount of £3,298 were received during the 
year. The attention of the supporters oí the 
hospital was again drawn to the insufficiency 
of the ordinary income to meet expenditure, 
the deficit for the year bein £1,936. This 
osition would remain unsatisfactory until the 
invested capital could be increased by about 
£40,000 

The remarkable financial success that had 
been attained by the Hospitals’ Sweepstakes 
had caused regret among some of their sup- 
porters that the Adelaide Hospital was not 
to benefit from this fund. The Board still 
believed that the arent majority of the sup- 
porters of the Adelaide were opposed to the 
nospitals being financed in this way, and 
were confident that sufficient funds could, 
and would, be provided by the charitable 
public for the needs of the hospital without 
having recourse to the sweepstake. Last 
véars ordinary expenditure exceeded the 
ordinary income by almost £2,000, and until 
these two items balanced the hospital's 
financial position could not be considered 


sutisfactory. 


QUESTION OF SWEEPSTAKES. 


The Chairman moved tlre adoption of the 
report and the election of the Board of 
Management. 

Thé Bishop of Clogher (Dr MacManaway) 
seconded the motion. He said that he had 
listened to a most encouraging report—a 
wonderful record of the work done in con- 
nection with this well-knewn hospital. Having 
referred to the dispensary and accident de- 
partments, where the people who used 
them received the best ssible  treat- 
ment, Dr. MacManaway said that he was 
sorry to see that at the conclusion of last 
year they had an overdraft of £9,000 odd, 
That was very large, but he saw later on in 
the report that the ordinary income was larger 
than in the previous vear. They would not 
rest satisfied until income was equal to ex- 
penditure, 

The quesiion of sweepstakes had been dealt 
with frequently; it had been dealt with very 
lately by the Archbishop of Dublin. They 
had all seen the outspoken, intelligent, manly 
utterance of their Archbishop, and he would 
not enter into the subject.

TO BE A REPUBLIC 
“ PERMANENTLY.” 


DECISION OF PEOPLE’S 
CONVENTION.

NANKING, Tuesday. 

F ravaged still by bandits, disease, 
famine and constantly renewed civil 
war, the three hundred an‘ fifty million 
Chinese may now at least claim the 
blessedness of a ‘‘ provisional ' Constitu- 
tion and a Constitution under which China 
is to remain ‘‘ permanently ' a Republic. 
This solemn document, which was pub- 
lished in draft form a fortnight ago, was 
enthusiastically adopted this morning, with 
little material alteration, by the People’s 
Convention, convened here ~ by the 
Kuomintang (the Nationalist Party), 
which, since its successful revolt, has 
claimed the monopoly of power. 3 
That the party intends, for the time 
being, to retain that power, may be 
deduced from the fact that the Chairman 
of the National Government (a post at 
present filled by General Chiang Kai- 
shek), who is to have the privilege of 
nominating the heads of the various Yuabs 
(boards) and Ministries. is himself to be

elected Chairman by the Executive Com- 


mittee of the party. 

One other material point laid down in 
the Constitution, as now adopted, is that 
Nanking, which has only ousted Peking 
from the position of capital since the 
advent of the Nationalists three years ago, 
is declared to be the permanent capital. 

Note—It was explained in the pre- 
amble to the draft Constitution that, while 
sovereignty is to be ‘‘ vested in the 
people,” the Kuomintang will. during the 
period of political tutelage laid down in 
the programme of the late. Dr. Sun Yat- 
sen, exércise governing powers through a 
Nationalist Government on behalf of the 

ople. 

The draft provided that citizens were 
to have the right to elect representatives 
to the National People’s © Congress 
theoretically the highest. body in the 
country. Furthermore. all persons were 
to be equal befere the law and only 
arrested, imprisoned, tried or punished in 
accordance with the law. The people were 
further to have freedom of assembly. 
liberty to form associations. including 
" occupational organisations’ for better- 
ing living conditions and: liberty of speech 
and publication. In return citizens were 
to be required to pay taxes and to tinder 
take military service.

Any view which regards the turbulent 
outbreak in the Tharrawaddy district last 
December, and the present mutterings at 
Mandalay, Henzada. and elsewhere, as 
svmptoms of a Burmese swaraj movement 
after the Indian model is mistaken. 
Indeed, it may be doubted ‘whether 
Burmah cherishes a coherent political 
movetnent of any sort, The mere fact that 
the recent disturbances may be traced to 
rather than to spiritual or 
national, promptings must prevent a 
unanimity of purpose among Burmese 
malcontents. When the separation of 
Burmah from India was accepted in prin- 
ciple at the Round Table Conference, 
Burmah, if she had felt definite yearnings 
for independence, would , have “rejoiced 
without a dissentient voice. Actually the 
more nationalist.elements were filled with 
misgivings. Only as part of a federated 
India, they held, could Burmah hope for 
home rule. This outlook is wholly 
fallacious ; 'for the Imperial Government 
suffers from no prejudice against the 
awarding of self-government to the 
Burmans when they are ready for it. On 
the contrary, there will be less hesitation 
in their case than in the case of the poly- |

Mascots. 


Time was when all men wore mascots. 
They were called amulets then. and were 
sported without shame. To-day the 
mascot is worn mainly in deference 
to fashion, and it is a safe assumption 
that the motorist who mounts a 
little silver or bronze figure on the 
radiator of his car is concerned Jess with 


luck than with looks. Everybody is 
familiar with the tiny eagle, the miniature 
Victory of Samothrace, and their com- 
panions. Soon, perhaps, the most beauti- 
ful of them will be unknown in 
England except as curiosities; for 
the Minister of Transport’s arm is 
stretched forth against them. He 
recommended that no mascot or radiator 
cap shall have any projecting part liable 
to injure any person. The possessor, 
therefore, of such a mascot as a bird with 
pointed beak, or a statuette with out- 
stretched arms facing forward, is advised 
either to reverse it or to substitute some- 
thing different. Already one firm of motor 
manufacturers has bowed to the Minister’s 
“ Suggestion.’ Usually a metal snipe 
lends a dainty touch to its cars, but now 
the snipe’s hard and penetrating beak is 
replaced by a rubber bill, and thus it is 
rendered innocuous. Other manufacturers 
will follow the example. They recognise 
that Mr. Morrison’s powers under the 
Road Traffic Act are dictatorial, and that 
his recommendation, if disregarded, may 
be transmogrified into an order at any 
moment. The slim, horizontal mascots, 
therefore, which helped to lengthen the 
lines of cars will disappear, and upright, 
unsympathetic substitutes will reign in 
their stead. Motorists with a delieate eve 
for line will be disappointed.

The first thing we learn is that 
our prestige as a manufacturing country 
in South America is not what it was; and 
I regret to have to tell you from my ex- 
perience that this feeling exists not only 
among South American business men, but 
also among British residents there. 


LOSS OF PRESTIGE, 


‘Now let us examine for a moment the 
reasons for this loss of prestige. We have 
had fine trade. connections with South 
America for a generation or more, and 
with it has grown a. fine feeling of good- 
will and sympathy towards Great Britain. 
] assure you, gentlemen, that was never 
hicher than it is to-day, and with it has 
alwavs been a spirit of friendship. In 
the early days of the period to which I 
im referring it is true to say that. the 
bulk of manufactured goods came more or 
les from the United Kingdom, and the 
reason for this can be found in the fact 
that most of the Republics were largely 
develo by British enterprise and British 
rapital, working in close co-operation with 
thir business men and statesmen. 

“Now I feel that the influences that 
have been at work to bring about this 
change in the situation can be explained 
as follows :—-Even. in the years preceding 
the outbreak of the war; owing’ to the 
increasing manufacturing capacity of 

Europe, other nations besides ourselves 

had entered into the field of overseas trade ; 

but where before we had been alone in 
that field we found conmfpetition springing 
up around us. Then sane the Great War 
and with it the cutting off, so far as 
neutral countries were econcerned,-of the 
supply of manufactured goods previously 
imported from belligerent countries. With 
the cutting off of supplies came the realisa- 
tion of the disadvantages inherent in being 
dependent on other countries for goods 
forming the requirements of everyday life. 


TARIFF WALLS. 


The natural outcome of this was: to 
Himulate, even more in the countries thus 
afiected, a desire to foster by means. of 
tari barriers their own manufactures. We 
gentiemen, realise that this desire

Finally. there was the disorganisation 
caused to the British commerce by the 
“oncentration on war supplies manufac- 
tured for the War—disorganisation which 
naturally far outlasted the termination of

£oing on at home, our competitors, not so 
neavily burdened as ourselves, were en- 
trenching themselves strongly in those 
markets which, unfortunately, we lost. 


PRE-WAR TYPES.

companies—Electricity concerns, tram- 
ways, gas companies, and particularly 
railway companies, have*been financed by 
British capital. “To-day, unfortunately, 
some of these companies have allowed that 
to pass into American. hands. In this 
wav we have lost some trade in supplying 
spare parts and machinery. Fortunatelv 
the railways do remain largely under our 
management. and I would like to pay a 
tribute to the fine administration of 
these railways. We should retain our 
hold upon these railways, and even extend 
it. 

“The day has come when they are 
faced with very serious competition, which 
increases year by year. In this country. 
as in many others, road development has 
advanced very gs amet and it is causing 
the railways to share with motor trafiic. 
In South America large scale road con 
struction is vet in its infancy.. That is 
particularly true in Argentina, where in 
many districts road transport does not 
exist at all. but the day has already 
dawned where the various Governments 
are contemplating and making great road 
development schemes. - If we can combine 
we can build roads, and materials and 
machinery for doing so. If we could 


combine and be in readiness for the new 


development it would help our motor trade 
at the same time. | 

“ There is one other point I would like to 
mention. I am very interested in the 
development of aviation. Although not 
very apparent at the moment, there is un- 
doubtedly a great future for aviation in 
South America. It seems to me a real 
opportunity for the railways, who will be 
confronted with competition, to anticipate 
that competition by initiating some form 


of air service in co-operation, with the rail- 
way system. 


MONEY AND MATERIAL. 


“ Not only in South America, but in 
this country, there is not yet sufficient co- 
operation and understanding between 
those who finance undertakings and those 
who are responsible for construction and 
the supply of materials 

“I find a vast improvement in our'sell- 


ing organisations in South America since 


I visited it in 1925, but there is still room 
for improvement before we can say that 
our goods are being economically and 
efficiently represented. I advocate the 
system of group representation not only 
for non-competitive, but for competitive 
firms as well. There is a need for the 
abolition of the old-fashioned systems of 
multiple agencies and their substitution 
by unified trade selling agencies. 

“é We have done little to make the people 
there realise-that we have in this country 
a culture equal to that of other European 
nations. We ‘could do more to open the 
doors of our university techincal felleges 
and ‘éven tanlufacturing plants to the 
South American student, who is anxious 
to obtain technical training, and so ensure 
a preference in after life for’ British 
machinery with which his training has 
made him familiar. 

‘All these ‘points are points towards the 
recapture of some of our lost markets in 
South America. | 

‘‘ It requires determination and atten- 
tion to capture markets. Our forefathers 
have proved themselves 


eminent in 
this respect. Through no fault of our own 


we have lost some, but let us show greater 
genius in the still more formidable task of 
recapture. To achieve this we must have 
confidence in ourselves, in each other, and 
confidence in our country.

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RISH “RAILWAY 
WAGES PLAN. 


REJECTED BY THE 
N.U.R. 


DISPUTE REFERRED TO 
WAGES BOARD.

Y.a majority of five votes, the terms of 
the visional agreement arrived at 
between the Irish. associated railways and 
the trades unions concerned, at the 
Negotiation Committee, on the question of 
railway wages, was rejected at a con- 
ferenee of the National Union of Railwav- 
men, representative of all Ireland, held in 
pe Teachers’ Club, Parnell square, yester- 
ay. , : 

This means that the entire question will 
now have to*go before the Irish Railways’ 
Wages Board, over which Mr. Justice 
Wrlie presides. 

Following the setting up in January last 
of the new machinery of negotiation in the 
matter of disputes, the railway companies 
announced their intention of applying for 
a .ten per cent. reduction in all wages. 
Phe trades unions opposed the proposals 
and made counter-demands, which in- 
cluded, among other things, the settinz- 


| up of a minimum wage of £3 per week. 
In accordance with the scheme of negotia- 


tion, the question came before the Negotia- 
tion Committee, which is made up of trades 
union representatives and six railway 
chief officers, and, after a number of meet: 
ings and lengthy discussion, the provi- 
sional agreement was arrived at. This 
provided that all conciliation grades. in- 
cluding ‘drivers, firemen and cleaners. 
submit to a 48 per cent. reduction on all 
earnings, with the proviso that the deduc- 
tions shall not 6 “Cum so as to reduce any 
man’s earnings below 40s. for any week. 
All the earnings of station masters. goods 


| agents, male and female clerks and super- 


visors were to be subject to a deduction of 
! : : . 

24 per cent., with a further deduction of 
14 per cent. in respect of all earnings in 
excess of £100 per annum. Im a circular 


| issued to the Irish branch secretaries of 


the N.U.R. it was emphasised that the 
settlement was preferable to that which 
was applied in Britain by the National 
Waves ard. 

The agreement had been acrepted by the 
Railway Clerks’ Association and the 
Amalgamated Society of Locomotive Engi- 
neers and Firemen, and it only required 
the acceptance of the National Union of 
Railwaymen ta make it absolute and bring 
it into operation. 


SIX HOURS’ DISCUSSION, 


Yesterday’s conference was attended by 
all the members of the executive of the 
N.U.R., and among those present were 
Mr. W. Dobbie, president, and Mr. C. T. 
Cramp, general secretary. There were in 
all eighty-nine delegates from all over the 
country, including Northern Ireland. The 
whole situation was discussed for six 
hours, and the various points of the agree- 
ment and its effects fully outlined, but 
when the vote was taken on the acceptance 
or rejection of the agreement it was, as 
already stated, rejected by 47 votes to 42. 

I learned that the strongest opposition 


came from the executive committee of the 


Dublin. and district branches, which repre- 
At a meeting 
held last week-end this committee decided 
to instruct their delegates to vote against 


districts to support them. Had it not been 


branches, it is believed that the 
agreement would have been carried. 
Following the conference, the executive 
of the N.U.R. met in the headquarters, 
Parnell square, and at the conclusion I 


.was’ informed that they had instructed 


their representatives on the Negotiation 
Committee—Mr. C. D. Waters and Mr. 
Bayne—who have arranged to meet the 
companies next Monday, to convey the 
decision of the conference. 


THE WAGES BOARD. 


The decision of the conference is some- 
thing more than it would appear on the 
surface ; for it means that it is impossible 
to arrive at any settlement without 
the Irish 
Railways’ Wages Board. The Negotiation 
Committee, which replaced the old Central 
Wages Board, was set up with the inten- 
tion of providing some court at which 
matters such as wages could be discussed 
between representatives of the companies, 
with a certain amount of power, and repre- 
sentatives of. the unions, in a friendly 
manner, with a view to arriving at a 
settlement, and so avoiding all the trouble 
involved in an application to the Railway 
Wages Board. The present dispute is the 
first that has been dealt with by the new 
Negotiation Committee, and the failure of 
all the parties to agree to the settlement 
arrived at there would seem to convey that 
the operations of the committee are use- 
less. 

The result of the conference vesterday 
means, as I have already pointed out, that 
the dispute will now be referred to the 
Irish Railways’ Wages Board, which must 
give a decision within twenty-eight days of 
the.time the matter is referred to it. 


REJECTION APPROVED. 

A largely-attended meeting of the 
Dublin and District Branches of the 
National Union of Railwaymen, held in 
the Trades Union and Labour Hall. 
Gardiner street, last night, approved of 
the decision of the conference. 

Late last night I was informed that 
representatives of the Railway Clerks’ 
Association and the Amalgamated Society 
of Locomotive Engineers and Firemen will 
attend a meeting of the Negotiation Com- 
mittee, and sign the agreement arrived at 
recently. This leaves a rather difficult 
situation to be dealt with. since the 
N.U.R.- has a greater membership than 
any of the other unions, and they, in view 
of their decision, cannot sign the agree- 
ment.

4 BE position of affairs in connection 
with the Electricity Supply Board 
remains a complete mystery. Beyond a 
statement from an authoritative quarter 


yesterday that ‘‘ an official statement will 
probably be issued,’’ there was no informa- 
tion available. 

For the present the only thine known 
definitely is that the term of the three 
part-time members of the Board—Dr. J. 
C, Folev, Cork; Mr. J. Egan, Tullamore: 
and Dr. H.*Kepnedy, Dublin—has ex- 
pired. I understand that. these three 
gentlemen already have ceased to be mem- 
bers of the Board. 

The rumours which have gained cur- 
rency during the last few davs in connec- 
tion with the Board’s future suggest 
radical ‘ changes, and a complete re- 
organisation both in system and in per- 
sonnel. - Indeed, one report has it that 
the Board is to be reduced to two or three 
members, and that all the others, in- 
elnding the- Managing Director, Dr. T. 
A. McLaughlin, will disappear. 

Dr. McLaughlin, it will be recalled, 
was the virtual originator of the Shannon 
scheme, and during the passage through 
the Oireachtas of the various hills in con- 
nection with the scheme many tributes 
were paid to the vision and patriotism 
which he displaved in bringing the matter 
to a practical issue. 

Another rumour suggests that Mr. L. 
J. Kettle, who was head of the Dublin 
Electricity Department until it was taken 
over by the Electricity Supply Board, is 
to be associated in a prominent position 
in connection with the new Board. Mr. 
Kettle, in fact, at the present moment 1s 
emploved by the Board in a consultative 
capacity. 

With regard to the suggestion that the 
Board in the future should consist only of 
two or three members, >it is right to say 
that the original Act of 1927 contemplated 
a Board of “ not less than two or: more 
than six” members, as the Fxecutive 
Council should from time to time 
determine. 

In view of the widespread interest in the 
Shannon electricity scheme and the immi- 
nence of this development of the final 
phase of the undertaking, the official 
statement of the Government will be 
anxiously awaited. 

Mr. MeGilligan, Free State Minister for 
Industry end Commerce, whose depart- 
ment is directly concerned with this 
matter, is leaving Dublin for Geneva this 
evening and will be absent for several 
weeks. He was to have left at the begin- 
ning of the present week, but postponed 
his departure in order to discuss the elec- 
tricity situation with nis Cahinet col- 
leacues.

A POLITICAL sensation has been 

caused here by the news that, after 
seventeen years of exile, partly in Con- 
stantinople and partly in Switzerland, 
Abbas Hitmi, the deposed Khedive of 
Egypt, has recognised King Fuad as 
legitimate Sovereign of Egypt, and has 
formally renounced for ever all claims to 
the throne. 

He has also renounced all claims against 
Great Britain, including the legal pro- 
cesses at present pending. 

Abbas Hilmi was deposed for intriguing 
with enemies of Great Britain in Decem- 
ber, 1914, when Egypt was declared a 
British Protectorate. His reign at that 
time had lasted twenty-two vears. 

In the instrument of renunciation which 
he signed at Lausanne this morning, 
Abbas Hilmi speaks of his devotion to his 
country, assures King Fuad and his heirs 
of his absolute loyalty, and expresses his 
best wishes for the future of Egypt. 


ABANDONS PROPERTIES. 


He undertakes to respect the Rescript of 
April 13th, 1922, establishing the order of 
succession to the throne of Egypt. and the 
law of July 17th, 1922, regulating the 
liquidation of his properties, ‘‘ which form 
an integral part of Egypt’s constitutional 
réqime.””

The Times to-dav observes in a leading 
article:—Not content with the work he 
did for British trade during his three 
months’ visit to South America, the 
Prince. of Wales has hastened on his 
return to visit Birmingham and Man- 
chester in order to give the manufacturere 
there the benefit of the impressions he has 
gathered and of the conclusions he has 
formed. The service which he has ‘us 
rendered on this side may well prove as 
valuable as that which he had already 
rendered on the other among the 
potential buyers of the goods which 
Birmingham and Manchester produce. 
This object, as he has described it, has 
been to play. the part of a /iaison officer, 
and that object he has admirably accom- 
plished. 

The ultimate usefulness of it all 
depends, however, on the industrial com- 
munities, whose interests he is endeavour- 
ing to serve. The Prince has done his 
part by stimulating—as no one else could 
have stimulated to the same extent—the 
desire throughout Sonth America to 
cultivate closer trade relations with Great 
Britain, and by impressing upon the 
manufacturers in this country the neces- 
sity for improvements, both in their 
manufacturing and in their 
methods, if they are to regain the ground 
they have lost in Argentina and in the 
other Republics he has visited. 

INADEQUATE METHODS. 

Neither at Castle Bromwich, where he 
addressed the Birmingham Chamber of 
Commerce, nor at the Free Trade Hall, 
where he spoke to the Mancheser Chamber, 
did he appear as a prophet of smooth 
things. He frankly told his audiences 
that the prestige of Great Britain as a 
manufacturing country is no longer what 
it used to be in South America, and that 
the old methods which we still follow are 
no longer adequate in the new conditions. 
Happily, he was able to add that the 
good-will and sympathy felt for Great 
Britain in all the countries he visited 
were never stronger than they are to-day. 

He himself has powerfully contributed 
to the. maintenance of those feelings, and 


the advice he gave British manufacturers, 
if followed as it should be, will contribute 
still further.

HE Executive of the United Town 
. Tenants’ Organisation has prepared a 
As statement, in reíerence to the Town 
Tenants Bill, and has sent a copy to the 
members of the Dail and Senate. The state- 
ment is as follows :— 
TOWN TENANTS BILL. 

The Town Tenants of the Free State, after 
waiting for nine years, are grievously dis- 
appointed at the provisions of the proposed 
Town Tenants Bill, and earnestly request 
members of the Dail to Support the amend- 
ments which the committee of this organisa- 
tion have agreed to. 

The bill may be divided into thre principal 
parts:—(1) Right to new tenancy; (2) 
Renewal of building leases; (3) Purchasing 
land required for building houses. 

As regards the first of these, we may quote 
the words of the Town Tenants’ Commission. 
Paragraph 55 says :—‘‘ Our recommendations 
favour a qualified acceptance of the three 
main principles advocated by tenants—rair 
rent, fixity of tenure, free sale.” 


RESIDENCES. 

The bill gives no fixity of tenure in the 
ease of residential holdings. The provisions 
in Clause 17 requiring forty years continuous 
Occupation before a tenant can claim a right 
to have a fair rent fixed and a new tenancy 
granted, are worthless, and cannot be 
accepted. This provision would not cover 
five per cent. of residential holdings. 

curity of tenure in the home on payment 
of a reasonable rent is the natural 
every citizen. For this right town tenants 
have worked for a generation. It is, in fact, 
the central object of their organisation. This 
bill, as it stands, denies them any chance of 
that security,’ and they therefore regard its 
provisions as almost an insult to their 
organisation, 

_ We claim, as a body, to have earned con- 
sideration from an Irish Parliament. We were 
foremost in the national struggle. We gave. 
cheerfully, our time and our money to gain 
security for the farmers of the country. We 
ask for nothing unjust to amybody. We are 
prepared to pay whatever rent the Court, 
after a full hearing of both sides, fixes as a 
just rent. What, then, is the objection to 
giving us the right to seek the aid of the 
Court? If a landlord has houses to let, .is le 
afraid the Court. will not treat him fairly, or 
will fix a rent which will not give him a fair 
return on his money? In the world of to-dav, 
with tumbling prices, the owner of house pro- 
perty should welcome such a tribunal, and the 
acceptance of it by tenants. As the biil 
stands we could not possibly accept it. 


i BUSINESS PREMISES. 

We consider that if a landlord has let 
premises wholly for business or partly for 
business and residence, and that the tenancy 
—no. matter what its length may be—has 
continued for three years, the tenant should 
ba entitled to have a fair rent fixed at the 
termination of his tenancy. 

_In the Landlord anfl Tenant Act passed in 
England by a Tory Government in 1927. 
which applies only to business premises, the 
right to a new lease is given to a tenant 


on the termination of his old lease. no matter | 


what. the length of that lease mav be. If 
an English Tory Government, can do this. 
we might expect at least as much regard for 
justice and for the rights of the business 
community from an Irish Parliament. 


FAIR RENT. 
The method prescyibed by the Act for 


' . ” 
| fixing a {air rent is wholly unsatisfactory and 


unjust to the tenant. 
Competitive rents mean that at the end 


| of the lease the landlord gets all the benefit 
| of the growth of population, the improve- 
| ment in the area caused by public expendi- 


ture and public amenities, as well as the 
growth caused by the industry and capacity 
of the occupying tenant. We regard this as 
unfair to the tenant: and to the community. 
We earnestly request members of the Dail 
to consider the reasonableness of the amend. 
ment we have recommended. 


BUILDING LEASES. 

Tt is time this question of building leases 
was dealt with on a business basis and with 
due regard to the interests of the community. 
Land for building has value only when others 
require it. The community create the value. 
Landholders in the past exercised their 
monopoly privileges under an archaic law. 
and extracted a heavy toll from the com- 
munity without contributing anything towards 
its growth. They were the drones who drank 
the honey from the workers’ hive. They gave 
leases of land for building; others built 
liouses, shops, stores on the land.. Towns 
grew up, streets were made, public lighting 
installed ; schools, hospitals, libraries, 
theatres, railways, etc., were built by the 
community. All this expenditure of public 
3noney and national industry naturally made 
tne town or city attractive, and competition 
to live therein greater. The ground landlord 
on the expiry of such a lease, as the law 
stands al present becomes the legal owner not 
alone of the ground, but of all the buildings 
on it. [Té can evict the tenant, confiscate the 
business which the tenant and his pre- 
decessors built up, without giving one penny 
compensation. If the landlord does not evict 
the tenant, he generally exacts a considerably 
increased rent—in many cases five or six 
times what it was previously. Such is the 
law as it stands at present. Who can justify 
such legal confiscation ? 

Here we have to point out that’ the pro- 
visions of the bill in regard to fixing fair 
rents on the renewal of building leases pay 
little or no regard to the essential principles 
which should govern the transaction. 

We definitely challenge the right of ground 
landlords to get any increase whatever in 
their rents. They would only be equitably 
entitled to an increase where they by their 
exertions or expenditure had created that 
extra value. They are not entitled to any 
increase which is due to the growth 
of population, or to the ratepayers’ or 
taxpayers’ expenditure, or to the industry 
and enterprise of the community. In this 
matter it is time to get down to funda- 
mentals. Ground rents are a serious drain 
on the community; they add considerably to 


the cost of living; they are paid to those who í 


do not work or spend in order to earn them: 
these recipients do not contribute to local 
rates. 

We propose..:that at the termination of 
every building lease the public authority 
should become the owner, giving to the 
ground landlord a reasonable sum in guaran- 
teed stock for his interest. Confiscation of 
the rights of the public has gone on for so 
long, we have all been so poisoned by the 
atmosphere of serfdom in which we have 
lived, that some will be found, perhaps, timid 
of taking this course, even though they can- 
not deny, not alone its justice, but its 
generosity.” The increase in value, as tested 
by competitive demand, is the property—the 
sole property—-of the community which 
created it. This, surely, is elementary 
common-sense as well as _ elementary 
Christianity. To take it from the community 
which alone created it is to rob the com- 
munity. It is time this ancient legalised 
robbery should cease. This bill perpetuates 
it. We ask our representatives to do their 
duty and insist that the amendment dealing 
with this question will get their enthusiastic 
support,

A RRANGEMENTS fer the Royal Dublin 


Societv’s bi-céntenary celebrations 

were described by Mr. Edward Bohane, 
Director of the Society, in a broadcast talk 
last night from 2RN, Dublin. 

Mr. Bohane began by remarking. that on 
Saturday thev rang down the curtain on the 
memorable show at Ballsbridge—memorabdle 
on account of it being the hundredth annual 
Spring Show, memorable as a great event 
in the two hundredth vear of the Royal 
Dublin Society’s existence, and memorable 
for the manner in which the people cf 
Ireland in particular, and friends from. across 
the Channel, supported it by an attendance 
of 88.274 visitors under very unfavourable 
climatie conditions. This attendance, with 
three of the four davs far from pleasant (two 
very wet), was within 5,000 of the ‘‘ record” 
and greatly above the average—a striking 
testimony of the support everyone is accord- 
ing to the Society’s work. 

“ For this the old institution 1s 
proud and gratified,”’ he declared. 

Going on to discuss the arrangements for 
the bi-centenary celebrations, which will be 
held from June 23rd to June 29th, Mr. Bohane 
revealed that there would be an exhibition 
of modern Irish arts and crafts, which would 
include a working exhibit of the ‘atest form 
of automatic control of fog signals, devised 
by Mr. Dowling, of University College, 
Dublin; Sir Richard Griffith’s famous geologi- 
cal map of Ireland; the Linen Industry Re- 
search Association’s exhibit demonstration of 
the growth .of flax and the manufacture of 
linen, and the recent Irish invention. the 
Hudson folding boat, which has heen adopted 
by the British Navy and the Royal Air Force.

OTTAWA, Tuesday. 


A resolution in the House of Commons 
proposed by Mr. Woodsworth,- Labour 
member, declaring it to be desirable that 
Canada should have, as the other 
Dominions now have, the right to amend 
its own Constitution without requiring the 
consent of Westminster, evoked a some- 
what lengthy debate, with a general con- 
sensus of the speakers approving — the 
principle, bus emphasising the necessity 
of first securing the unanimous consent of 
the provinces to any such change. 

The resolution was finally withdrawn 
after statements by Mr. Guthrie, Minister 
of Justice, and Mr. Cahan, Secretary of 
State, suggesting that the whole problem 
should be referred to a special committee 
of Parliament either during the present 
or a later session, with a view to drafting 
an amendment of the British North 
America Act, which might be considered 
at a conference with provincial representa- 
tives.

FRANCO-GERMAN 
RELATIONS. 


From Revter’s CorresPonpent. 
BERLIN, Tuesday. 

_ Political circles here attach the greatest 
importance to the conferences which begin 
at Geneva towards th; end of this week, 
which they regard as a criterion for future 
relations between Germany and France. 
Elaborate preparations have been made by 
the Cabinet, which has been in permanent 
session since yesterday, and which will 
hold its last conference to-morrow, shortly 
before the departure of Dr. Curtius, the 
Foreign Minister, in the afternoon. 

Never before has Germany sent stich a 
delegation as she is doing on this occasion: 
The Foreign Minister will be accompanied 
by not less than fifty experts and advisers, 
and as many typists and other officials. 
The juridical advisers, Dr. Gauss and Dr. 
Ritter, left to-night. 

The conferences are expected to last not 
less than a fortnight, and it is stated in 
political circles that on the Austro- 
German Customs question the Foreign 
Minister will maintain the standpoint 
which he expressed at thé banquet of the 
foreign Press in Berlin last week—that. he 
is quite willing to consider all counter- 
proposals either from France or from any 
other Power.

LADOUMEGUE EXPELLED 
FROM CLUB. 
PARIS, Tuesday. 

Jules Ladoumegue, the famous French 
runner. who holds the world’s records for 
1.000 and 1,500 metres, has been struck off 
the books of his club, the Societé Generale 
Athletic Club. Ladoumegue has been at 
variance with different authorities for some 
time, and the drastic action taken by the 
club committee follows his refusal to run in 
the Prix Blanchet on Sunday. 

Ladoumegue, who in future will run as an 
individual, declared a day or two ago that 
he was “fed up to the teeth” with the 
French Federation's restrictions, and stated 
that he would not run again in France until 
that body changed its attitude. He duly 
carried out his threat with the above re- 
sults. 

Ladoumegne’s statement that he would not 
run again in France was prompted by the 
French Federation's refusal to grant him per- 
mission to compete in Finland, although his 
clnb had already given him leave. The ex- 
cuse put forward by the Federation was that 
Ladoumegcue would be needed for the sele-- 
tion trial for the France v. Italy contest, to 
which the runner replied that he would not 
turn out in any case.

SEVERAL JOCKEYS HURT. 

The last race at Newmarket yesterday proved 
a fiasco from the racing point of view, and an 
unusual amount of trouble occurred at the starting 
post. Fifteen horses had been weighed out for 
the race, an apprentice handicap. but there was a 
false start, and in the breakaway several horses 
became entangled in the tapes. Four of the com- 
netitors—Winseme Way, Spion Tor, Glenhurst and 
Jukwa—threw their riders and bolted. Winsome 
Way and Spion Tor galloped away across the 
heath, but some of the apprentices, not realising 
p | that it was a false start. raced tha whole of the 
‘| journey and completed the course. In this wn- 
official race Douceuse finished in front of Step 
Lively and Talpra, closely followed by two riderless 
! horses, Glenhurst and Jukwa. 

When the mistake was realised Step Lively and 
Talpra were taken hack to the start, but Doucense 
did not accompany them, and her number was 
subsequentiv withdrawn from the frame. Golden 
End also threw his jockey, but his rider, P. 
Treacy, held on to the reins and remounted. 

When at last ten of the fifteen again faced the 
starter it seemed that there would be no further 
trouble, but Talpra was in a fractious mood and 
she threw her jockey and bolted. Hence only 
nine of the original fifteen took part in the race, 
althongh all came under the starter’s orders. and, 
therefore, count as runners. The six which did 
not contest the actual race were Donceuse (who 
was withdrawn) and Winsome Way, Talpra, Jukwa, 
Spion Tor and Glenhurst, who threw their jockevs 
and bolted. 

In conversalion with a Press Association repre 
sentative, the starter’s assistant said that the 
cause of the trouble was that several of the bors 
dashed into the strands of the starting gate and 
were thereby dracgwed off: but the riders of 
Doncense, Step Lively and Talpra managed to 
duck underneath, and thns kept their seats. 

Several of the bors received cuts and bruises
